of Trade fs. now taking steps to 
compile a regular official index of 
production, covering al} import- 
ant branches of industrial actiyi-. 
ty, and for this purpose 1924 jg 
to be taken as the base year. A 
far more satisfactory comparison 
cun be made in future with this 
particular yer as the starting 
folnt, and’ the future figures
